The letters from New Wavers play an important role in helping us determine what to print in each 
issue, and from this process, we can better serve your mat needs, What is interesting about the cards 
and letters of recent months is the increased curiosity regarding the “behind-the-scenes” activities at 
the major-league wrestling organizations. We're constantly bombarded with questions and com- 
ments concerning backstage fights; wrestlers jumping to other organizations; wrestlers’ current 
major-league contracts, and so on, Very few letters today revolve around the title changes and 
matches themselves. I think this speaks volumes about the lack of interest in the actual televised 
product, 

Pro wrestling is now primarily being perpetuated by rumors of bizarre antics in the dressing room. 
Fans have little interest in the actual matches since the same feuds are rehashed every week, The 
only thing keeping mat mavens awake are the horror stories of what allegedly takes place behind the 
locker-room door—tales involying prima donnas and double-dealers. While this makes for interest- 
ing (albeit pointless) gossip, it should not be the sole reason fans tune in to the countless hours of 
wrestling TV programs each week, 

Promoters have backed themselves into a corner. Mat enthusiasts are viewing roughly twenty 
hours of TV wrestling each week, and they are going numb from it. Each and every week the same 
wrestlers are battling it out; the same mat thugs come out and interfere in matches—causing disqual- 
ification; the same arrogant wrestling interviews ramble on ad nauseam. Since the promoters have 
glutted the market with TV product, all they can now do is try to sell you what you can’t see— 
rumors. 

In this “superinformation” era of ours, it’s important to remember one thing: Take everything you 
see, hear, and read with a grain (actually a ton) of salt. Unsubstantiated rumors are being tossed 
around as facts, and the only reason the hype exists is to increase TV rating points, which is ulti- 
mately meant to separate fools from their money. 

It's interesting to read about two main-event wrestlers tussling in the locker room or the plight of 
grapplers with drinking or drug problems, but always ask yourself these two questions: Who was the 
source of a particular story? Was this person at the actual scene of the incident? Whenever I hear 
one of these farfetched fairy tales, I ask these questions and the reply is usually the same—someone 
has a friend who works with a guy who knows someone at the arena ticket window who is a friend 
of the arena security guard who knows the dressing-room janitor who thinks he heard something 
happen between two wrestlers. Don’t get yourself all hot ’n’ bothered about tall tales. While some 
scenarios haye a modicum of truth, ofttimes you're hearing a version which has been embellished 
beyond recognition, 

Pro wrestling is one of the world’s greatest sports, but like anything else, too much of a good thing 
loses its appeal. (Hey, we need oxygen and water in order to live, but too much of either will kill 
you!) Many fans feel obligated or compelled to watch every wrestling TY show and subscribe to 
every pay-per-view event, but, in reality, you don’t have to. Any hobby or pastime which becomes 
an obsession is detrimental to your well-being. If the only thing that's piquing your interest these 
days are rumors, you need a break. You might be surprised to find that you’re watching pro 
wrestling less but enjoying it more! 

Well, that’s all for now. Thank you for always being such a terrific tag-team partner!

HEY, SHAWN! 


For months on end, the WWF World 
champion has done little more than 
lament his treatment at the hands 
of the Federation honchos. He’s 
been cryin’ and compilainin’, but 
it’s about time he provided the 
fans with some eniertainin’! 


t’s becoming quite clear that Shawn Michaels 
doesn’t fare too well in the face of adversity. Over the 
course of his illustrious career in the World Wrestling 


Federation, his progress up the ladder toward megastar_ : 


status has been fraught with many unexpected twists and turns. 
As any former mat champion of merit will proclaim, it’s all par 
for the course. Michaels has been given more latitude than any 
other main-event competitor, but according to his own weekly 
rants *n’ raves, no one has suffered more for his art and profes- 
sion than the “Heartbreak Kid.” 

Shawn may have more talent and charisma than most 
wrestlers have a right to, but it still doesn’t afford him carte 
blanche to moan and groan through every single title reign. At 
present, he is one of the top professionals in sports entertain- 
ment with the operative word here being ENTERTAINMENT! 
A champion has to put his own personal drama on the back 
burner whenever the TV cameras or the arena spotlights are on. 
No one ever said that being a hero (or villain) to millions of 
worldwide mat enthusiasts would be a piece of a cake. Why 
does Michaels continue to adhere to his own misconception? 

He may eventually prove to be one of the greatest World 
champions in the annals of wrestling, but he certainly won’t be 
credited with having a sense of mat history. If he reviewed the 
harsh conditions under which World champions of yesteryear 


competed, I’m sure “HBK” would have second thoughts about 
his newfound griping persona. It would serve him well to expe- 
rience a few weeks of bookings similar to the likes of Bruno 
Sammartino or Harley Race during their peerless championship 
stints. The kingpins of yore can no doubt identify every bumpy 
back road and pothole across the United States as they drove 
from arena to arena in order to meet their commitments. Shawn 
should try wrestling with numerous injuries as Ric Flair and 
Terry Funk have done. He should try defending the gold in 
Florida’s mid-August humidity at arenas with no air condition- 
ing, just like Jack Brisco and Dory Funk Jr. did. 

The “wrestling era of big money,” which began in the 1980s, 
certainly changed the complexion of the sport and affected the 
athlete as well. The camaraderie of the locker room became a 
thing of the past. Where once existed practical jokes and 
exchanging of road stories, there are now ego squabbles over 
positioning on major events as well as contempt for anyone 
earning a larger paycheck than the next guy. Wrestlers were 
once a fraternity, but now the hotshot “flavors of the moment” 
are mercenaries who'll do anything and everything in order to 
get their own way. 

With the salaries of wrestlers going through the roof, the 
struggle at the very apex of the mat business has grown fierce. 
There seems to be little room left for friendships, and there

seems to be even less room for the fans. 

You certainly can’t blame a wrestler for making a power play 
in an attempt to gain the most money possible for his services, 
but there remains an obligation to provide something to the 
fans—the people who must ultimately carry the burden of the 
inflated sports salaries. While the current crop of top stars are 
quite capable of cashing in to the best of their advantage, they 
are sorely lacking in their ability to create an entertaining 
atmosphere where an arena crowd can forget their cares and 
woes for a few hours. 

When Shawn uses the center ring for his own personal cathar- 
sis, it becomes an imposition on the audience. If today’s megas- 
tar wrestlers want to bore a captive audience with their sob sto- 
ries, they can also pay for everyone’s tickets while they’ re at it. 
It’s very hard to shed a tear for recipients of multimillion-dollar 
contracts like Shawn Michaels and Bret Hart. Let them try a 
few weeks as real working people living with the fear of being 
downsized. 

No one ever said it would be easy being an internationally 
known main-event wrestler. The fame, fortune, and adulation 
are indeed heady stuff, but the world is filled with less glam- 
orous occupations. Arenas are filled with fans in search of— 
and in need of—a little relief from their nonstop workaday 
world. They are entitled to an evening of escape. Each time 
fans plunk down their hard-earned money for a night of high- 
flying mat frivolity, they are entering into a contract with the 
wrestlers. They pay for the entertainment and the wrestlers are 
supposed to give them entertainment. 

No one can deny Shawn Michaels has talent. This guy can do 
it all—catch-as-catch-can, aerial moves, the works, and his ban- 
ter behind the microphone is beyond compare, but talent is no 
surefire sign of success. As the late, great “Nature Boy” Buddy 
Rogers use to say: “What separates champions from contenders 
is a little four-letter word called GUTS!” 

On occasions in the past, Shawn Michaels has found reason

THE FINAL BELL 


THE Lire & Lecacy oF 


IT WAS OCTOBER 4, 1997 WHEN 
Brian Pillman—the self-professed “loose 
cannon” of the World Wrestling 
Federation—walked out of the St. Paul 
Civic Center in Minnesota with his head 
held high and his arm raised in triumph. 
He had defeated his ring rival Goldust in 
a controversial match. The road-weary 
athlete seemed satisfied with his winning 
performance on that fateful evening, but 
sadly, it would prove to be his final 
victory, 

The 35-year-old Pillman was found 
dead the following day at 1:09 p.m. in 
his hotel room at the Budgetel Inn in 
Bloomington, Minnesota. An autopsy 
performed by the Hennipen County 
Medical Examiner ruled out suicide and 
foul play, but beyond that, the results 
were inconclusive. 

For the next month, rumor and hearsay 
spread from websites to fanzines like 
wildfire as each story grew more gory 
and ludicrous than the last, but the truth 
was eventually told. When the toxicolo- 
gy reports were finally completed, they 
found no recreational drugs or alcohol in 
his body. The findings left no room for 
doubt, Brian Pillman died of congenital 
heart disease, which led to his massive 
and fatal heart attack. Ironically, Brian’s 
father died of the same fate 34 years ear- 
lier when the mat great was merely an 
infant. 

The death of his father was the first in 
a long line of setbacks and sad events 
that would plague the athlete throughout 
his life. Pain and suffering were his con- 
stant tag-team partners. At birth, he held 
a tight grip on life as he grappled 
valiantly with well over 30 surgeries in 
order to successfully defeat throat 
cancer. 

In recent years, he continued to carry 
heavy burdens. Several years ago, he 
was rocked to his very foundation upon 
learning of the suicide death of his girl- 
friend and mother of his child. On April 
15, 1996, a near-fatal accident while in a

recreational vehicle threw him into a world of endless physical 
rehabilitation and painkillers. In spite of all his sweat, strain, 
and effort, Brian’s days as a high-flying wrestling aerialist were 
over. The auto accident literally shattered his ankle, giving doc- 
tors little choice other than to fuse foot and ankle together as his 
only means of physical support. With immobility and surgery 
came relentless pain, and peace of mind became an elusive 
dream. The intensity of the injuries mounted as painkillers were 
called into play in order to wrestle, to train, and eventually to 
live. Still, in spite of it all, he carried on. 

The life of a professional wrestler is both physically and men- 
tally demanding. In Brian’s case, his pain and agony was sim- 
ply unfathomable to the layperson. His dedication to family and 
profession continued to motivate him onward until the end. 


Pillman is survived by his wife Melanie (who is expecting his 


child), son Brian Zachary, daughters Danielle and Brittany, his 
mother Mary, brother Philip, and sisters Linda, Angie, and 
Susan. 

Brian was cremated, and it is Melanie’s intention to spread 
Brian’s ashes over the Grand Canyon. 

From various reports we’ ve received, Brian had very little life 
insurance, and he was unable to obtain additional coverage 
because of his physically dangerous profession. Both the World 
Wrestling Federation and World Championship Wrestling are 
expected to produce special tribute videos with proceeds going 
to the Pillman family.

IN THE GONZO GAME OF GRAPPLING, A MAT PER- 
sonality comes along every so often and turns the sport on its 
ear. “Diamond” Dallas Page is such a man. U.S. President 
Calvin Coolidge once said, “Persistence and determination 


' alone are omnipotent.” As you will soon read, Page has taken 


this maxim and turned it into his own personal mantra. 

After years of tooling around the independent circuit as a 
geek manager, then later as a wrestler, Dallas made good on his 
claim to become the best. Even when WCW initially opened its 
doors to DDP, he was not stopped by their impenetrable glass 
ceiling that relegated him to opening bouts. With sheer drive 
(and plenty of audacity!), he broke through to the other side 
with championship reigns as the WCW TV and United States 
heavyweight champion (and let’s not forget the easily forget- 
table Battle Bowl championship ring!). 

Here’s a concise thumbnail profile on the man who is des- 
tined to take the baton from the likes of Hulk Hogan, Ric Flair, 
and Randy Savage when they finally decide to move aside for 
wrestling’s next generation.

Real Name: Page Falkenberg 

Other Ring Aliases: “Handsome” Dallas Page (emulating his 
idol “Classy” Freddie Blassie). 

Marital Status: Married to Kimberly (the Diamond Doll), who 
is currently a Nitro Girl. 


First Break: Jake “The Snake” Roberts (Aurelian Smith Jr.) 
gave him his first break in the mat game. 

Trainers: “The Assassin” Jody Hamilton and Sgt. Buddy Lee 
Parker at the WCW Power Plant Training School. 

Moral Support: Dusty Rhodes convinced him to go into full- 
lime managing/wrestling.

General Pro-Wrestling Background: Began wrestling on the 
independent circuit at the age of 20, He sustained a serious knee 
injury and left the mat to become a nightclub bouncer. He 
wound up supervising a club, then eventually took those talents 
into the ring as a wrestling manager on Florida’s indie circuit. 

* He became part owner of a nightclub in Florida called 
Norma Jean’s, but still found time in his busy schedule to man- 
age Pat Tanaka and Paul Diamond in the American Wrestling 
Association, which is based in Minnesota. 

¢ While managing in the AWA, he accepted double duty in 
the grunt biz. He caught the eye of the NWA talent scouts and 
found himself splitting his time between the AWA and doing 
color commentary in Florida with the legendary mat broadcast- 
er Gordon Solie. 

¢ While looking for work in the major leagues as a commen- 
tator and/or manager, he sent an audition tape to WCW, but it 
was rejected. Later, upon the return of Dusty Rhodes as a 
matchmaker, he was offered a spot on the syndicated WCW Pro 
television program. Besides providing commentary, he briefly 
managed the Fabulous Freebirds, then later, Scott Hall. 

* Slowly but surely, Page gained technique and praise for his 
developing ring style. Title reigns solidified his position as a 
dark horse. Holding his own against the likes of Hulk Hogan, 
Randy Savage, and other NWO members has made Diamond 
Dallas Page a hero under the WCW banner. NWW

NW: WHAT IS YOUR REAL 7 
NAME, AND WHEN WERE : 
YOU BORN? 
DS: My real name is Chris Ford, 


and I was born on March 4, 1974. 

NW: How did you break into pro ‘ J 1 

DS: In my junior year of high 
school, Tom Rumsby and “Iron” 
Mike Sharpe opened up a wrestling 
school in Bricktown, New Jersey, 
and I began my wrestling training 
at their school. Mike showed me all 
the basic stuff. 

About a year later, I discovered 
there was a wrestling school in 
Lake Hiawatha called the East 
Coast Professional Wrestling 
School, so I went there and learned 
a lot from Gino Caruso, the Kodiak 
Bear, and Rocky Jones. 

About six months later, Crash the 
Eliminator, whose name is now 
Hugh Morrus, helped me with the 
Japanese style of wrestling. He 
showed me back flips, front flips, 
and all the other high-flying stuff. 
He taught me the moves that I am 
known for in the ring. 

NW: What made you decide to 
become a wrestler? 

DS: I became interested in pro 
wrestling when I was in the fourth 
grade. While I was in high school, 
my brother-in-law introduced me to 
Tom Rumsby, and it all took off 
from there. 

NW: Who were your inspirations 
in and out of the ring? 

DS: I was always a big fan of 
“Macho Man” Randy Savage and 
“Mr. Perfect” Curt Hennig. 

After I became a wrestler, I began 
watching taped matches of Sabu, 
Jushin Liger, and Chris Benoit very 
intently. Watching these guys really 
helped me shape the wrestling style 
I have now. 

As far as people who’ ve inspired 
me outside the ring, my family has 
always been there for me through all 
the good times and the bad times. 
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: NW: How did you develop your 

: ring persona? 

: DS: I decided to go into the wres- 

: tling business when I was a fresh- 

» man in high school, and I actually 

- thought up the name and character 


when I was 13 years old. My ring 


: persona really hasn’t changed much 


at all since then. 


: NW: You first appeared in WCW, 

- on Monday Nitro, as a singles 

- wrestler in the winter of 1996. You 

| then returned in spring of 1997 with 
_ Ace Darling as your partner in the 

: Extreme Team. What were those 

’ experiences like? 

: DS: The first time I appeared on 

: Monday Nitro as a singles wrestler 

» was very exciting for me. It was 

- also more successful than the 

: second time I was on as a tag team. 

- NW: How did the Extreme Team, or 
: Extreme Velocity as you are known 
- on the independents, come together? 
: DS: Ace Darling and I broke into 

- wrestling at the same time. We were 
: both 17 years old. We’ve known 

: each other for about seven years 

: now, and he’s my best friend in the 

: business. 

: NW: Was there camaraderie in the 

: WCW locker room? Did the estab- 

: lished stars offer advice to you as 

: an up-and-coming wrestler? 

- DS: There was camaraderie in the 

: WCW locker room to a certain 

: extent. As far as advice goes, 

» “Diamond” Dallas Page helped us 

> out a lot. Even when I was in WCW 


myself, he watched my matches and 


critiqued them. He did that with 
Ace, too. He was very generous with 


» his time. 


Kevin Sullivan helped us with the 
characters we were doing, and Hugh 


: Morrus was a real help by telling us 
_ what we should and should not do in 
‘ this business. 


Ace and I received information 


: from many different sources, and we 
: pooled all this information together 
: to help us be the best wrestlers we 
: can be. 
: NW: What has been your greatest 
: success in wrestling so far? 
: DS: My greatest success has been 
: just getting down to WCW and 
: appearing on Monday Nitro. When 
: you first start out in this business, 
: everyone’s trying for the same thing, 
: but very few guys get to wrestle. It’s 
» a one-in-a-million shot. The fact that

NW: Have you participated in any 
other sports besides wrestling? 

DS: I started playing football when I 
was in the fourth grade. I continued 
playing through high school; I was 
an offensive guard and a defensive 
tackle. I threw the shot put and dis- 
cus, and I also took gymnastics. 
NW: Where did you go to college? 
DS: I started off at Montclair State 
College in New Jersey; I went there 
for three semesters. Then I trans- 
ferred to Kean College because I 
was accepted to their physical-thera- 
py program. I am in my last year of 
school now and when I graduate I 
will be a licensed physical therapist. 
NW: How have you used physical 
therapy to treat your ring-related 
injuries?

NW: WHY DID YOU DECIDE 
TO JOIN ECW? 

BD: I chose to wrestle for ECW 
because I can do anything I want in 
this promotion. ECW allows me to 
be myself. I also wrestle annually for 
All-Japan Pro Wrestling. As far as 
I’m concerned, I have the best of 


both worlds. I prefer the hard-core 
style of ECW. I’m crazy in the ring, 
and I never know what I’m going to 
do next; I’m just like my dad. 

NW: Your father Bobby Duncum 
Sr. played in the National Football 
league before he went on to wrestle 


> for two decades. What was it like for 


interview & photos by Don Laible 


: you growing up? 
’ BD: Dad’s work kept our family on 
: the move quite a bit. We spent most 


of our time in Durango, Colorado. 
Sports have always been a major 
part of my life. I played football for 
the Durango Demons in high school. 
[ made all-American, then accepted 
a full scholarship to the University 


> of Texas. 


NW: What were your college foot- 
ball days like? 

BD: From 1985 to 1989, I played 
football at the University of Texas. 
College gave me an opportunity to 
better myself both as an athlete and a 
person. When I graduated, I went 
straight into pro qwrestling. 

NW: Where did your father play 


: football? 
: BD: Dad played college ball at West 


Texas State. Blackjack Mulligan, 
Ted DiBiase, and the late Bruiser 
Brody also played for the same 
team. Dad was drafted in the 
eleventh round by the St. Louis 
Cardinals [now Arizona] and played 
for five seasons. He also played a 
couple of seasons in Canada for the 
British Columbia Lions before he 
became a full-time wrestler. He met 
my mother when he was breaking 


: into wrestling with the Funks in 


Amarillo, Texas. 

NW: [ assume your father prepared 
you for the wrestling ring. 

BD: You are correct. Dad had great 
training, and he prepared me for a 
successful wrestling career. After 
college, I pursued wrestling, but I 
couldn’t get football out of my mind, 
so I tried both. 

NW: What was it like participating 
in both sports at the same time? 

BD: My first pro-wrestling match 
was in Texas and my opponent was 
Scott Putski. At the same time, I was 
drafted in the fifth round by the 
World League’s San Antonio Riders. 
My thinking was that each sport 
would physically prepare me for the 
other. Later, I signed on to play in 
the Arena Football league. 


- NW: How did it work out for you? 


BD: I enjoyed my time in Dallas, 
Texas. I began taking bookings with 
the Global Wrestling Federation. 
John Hawk, who is now one of the 
Blackjacks in the WWF, was my 


tag-team partner. We called our- 
selves the Texas Mustangs, and we 
did well together.We won the GWF 
tag belts on November 27, 1992. 
NW: What are your vital statistics? 
BD: | am 6 feet 5 inches, and I 
weigh 260 pounds, 

NW: Your wrestling career was 
gaining momentum at this time, 
wasn’t it? 

BD: Heck, yes. Things were going 
better than I thought they would. I 
toured regularly in Korea and Japan 
for the promotion known today as 
Big Japan Pro Wrestling. 

NW: But you still gave football one 
more season. 

BD: That was the best last-minute 
decision I ever made. While playing 
football in Dallas, I met my wife. 
She was a cheerleader, and we were 
married at the end of the season. 
Today we have two beautiful kids, 
Bobby Austin and Cassidy. 

My younger brother Dwayne and I 
were going to be a tag team when 
the football season was over, but he 
suffered a serious knee injury and 
had to give up on professional sports 
all together. 

NW: Why did you decide to sign 
with All-Japan Pro Wrestling a few 
years ago? 

BD: My family, especially my dad, 
felt my future had the best opportu- 
nity to progress with All-Japan. Dad 
had wrestled for All-Japan and New 
Japan Pro Wrestling, and I haven’t 
once regretted this decision. 


Working for All- 
Japan and ECW is an 
honor. Both groups 
treat me well, as all 
wrestling promotions 
should. 

NW: What are your 
memories of your 
father’s wrestling 
days? 

BD: First of all, I'd 
like to tell all of Dad’s 
fans that he’s fine. He 
lives in Austin, Texas. 

I have nothing but 
fond memories of my 
childhood. Dad was 
on the road a lot, but 
he always had time 
for my brother and me 
when he was home. 
He taught us how to 


: play sports. I was in awe of seeing 

- him wrestle Bruno Sammartino in 

> New York City’s Madison Square 

- Garden. I got to meet such wrestling 
: legends as “Killer” Kowalski, 

- Gorilla Monsoon, and Stan Hansen, 
» who I team with today. 

: NW: How much has Stan Hansen 

' influenced your career? 


BD: I learned so much from Stan, 
He’s a tough man and a strong per- 


: son. At over 50 years of age, Stan is 


still one of the best in wrestling. 
Teaming up with him in Japan is a 
real thrill. Like Dad, he was an All- 
Missouri Conference selection for 
linebacker at West Texas State. To 
be spoken of in the same conversa- 
tion as Stan Hansen is a real honor 
for me. 

NW: How do you keep your com- 
petitive juices flowing? 


: BD: What keeps my competitive 
: juices flowing is that I'd like to carry 


on the Duncum name in professional 


: wrestling. It’s great to be the son of 


Cowboy Bobby Duncum Sr., a for- 
mer singles and tag-team champion,

NWW Remembers 


"THe Buttpoc’ 
Dick BROWER — 


ON SEPTEMBER 15, 1997, TWO DAYS SHORT OF HIS 
64th birthday, Richard Gland, better known to international mat 
fans as Dick “The Bulldog” Brower, departed our wrestling 
world after a lengthy battle with heart disease and diabetes. 

As a boy, Brower once saw legendary grappler Milos 
Steinborn featured in a movie newsreel called News of the 
World, and immediately knew he wanted to become a pro 
wrestler. At the age of 12, he began serious weight training at 
the People’s Settlement in his native Delaware. He continued to 
train throughout high school and his years in the Marine Corps. 
He caught the eye of West Virginia promoter Ace Freeman in 
1960, and was booked on the local circuit right away. 

Dick then headed to Canada and worked for Montreal pro- 
moter Jack Britton, teaming with Jim “Brute” Bernard. Later, 
he toured Calgary, Canada for Stu Hart, and eventually head- 
lined for Toronto promoter Frank Tunney in 1961. 

From the early 1960s through the 1980s, Brower was the 
quintessential brawler. Brash, bellowing, and totally unortho- 
dox, he could always be counted on to boost sagging atten- 
dance figures around the regional wrestling circuits. His 
matches against WWWF champions Bruno Sammartino, Pedro 
Morales, and Bob Backlund are considered classics. He was so 
hated that he once had his taxicab overturned by an angry mob 
while leaving Madison Square Garden in New York City! 

Away from the ring, he was the complete antithesis of his 
ring character. Pro wrestling proved to be a tremendous outlet 
for him—a nightly primal scream—which allowed the “Man 
with Brower Power” to be one of the most lively and decent 
people I'd ever had the good fortune to know. 

He had the most amazing stories about his travels worldwide, 
which would leave the listener in a state of wide-eyed wonder. 
Brower was a man who embraced life and the people he came 
in contact with. He never enjoyed “the business” of the mat 
game and disdained playing “office politics,” hence he never 
attained the stature within the sport he truly deserved. 

On TV, he gave some of the most dynamic interviews as a 
reckless wild man—a bully of epic proportions—who pro- 
pelled challenges to any and all World champions, everyone 
from Buddy Rogers and Lou Thesz to Mil Mascaras. Today’s 
performers like Cactus Jack, The Sandman, and Sabu have no 
doubt studied videotapes of his matches in order to truly under- 
stand the meaning of the word extreme. 

Whether on the road or in the ring, he always did everything 
with his no-holds-barred style. The first three issues of New 
Wave Wrestling contained an interview with “The Bulldog.” 
His reminiscences and anecdotes were a mere tip of the

iceberg regarding his bigger-than-life exploits. 

I was president of Dick Brower’s fan club when I was a 
teenager, and I regret not having taped many of our long con- 
versations which contained the most outrageous stories of life 
on the wrestling circuit. 

Dick “The Bulldog” Brower was an irrepressible and irre- 
placeable free spirit. As a professional wrestler, Ill miss his 
thrilling matches. As a friend, I'll miss his humor and warmth. 
Wherever he is right now, I’m sure he’s making new friends 
and reacquainting himself with old buddies who have passed 
on before him. 

He is survived by his son Richard, daughters Martha and 
Katherine, four grandchildren, and former wife Susan. NWW
